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FOREWORD 


HE  directors  of  boys'  and  girls' 
and  young  people's  work  over 
the  country  today  are  realizing 
more  than  ever  before  that  the 
best  results  are  obtained  by 
first  being  a  leader  rather  than 
a  director,  and  second,  by  fitting  the  work  or 
the  recreation  to  the  group  in  an  informal  way 
— rather  than  fitting  the  group  to  a  set  form, 
regardless  of  their  needs. 

The  boys  and  girls  in  the  primary  grades 
get  physical  training  and  dramatic  training 
through  their  story  plays.  They  use  their 
imaginations  and  develop  initiative  through  this 
form  of  exercise  and  recreation. 

The  most  progressive  schools  today  are  not 
doing  stereotyped  gymnastics  but  dramatiza- 
tion, recreation  and  health  training  combined, 
for  the  boys  and  girls  of  all  ages.  This  type  of 
work  ends  with  many  of  the  wonderful  pageants 
which  have  been  given  over  the  country.  The 
rhythms  and  story  plays  which  follow  may 
suggest  others  to  you — dependent  on  the  sea- 
sons, the  history,  the  geography,  the  language 
lessons  or  the  several  holidays  which  follow 
throughout  the  year.  The  dances  will  fit  many 
of   the   places   you   will   have   for   them.      The 


music  is  suggested  and  is  easily  obtained. 
The  drills  as  well  as  the  dances  have  the  possi- 
bilities of  simple  costumes  to  make  them  more 
attractive. 

I  submit  these  rhythms,  drills  and  dances  for 
use  with  our  boys  and  girls  and  even  grown-ups, 
trusting  that  they  will  be  valuable  to  you  for 
every  day  and  holidays. 

Author, 
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Suggestive    Costumes   for   the   Folk 
and  ^Esthetic  Dances 

Indian:  You  can  purchase  inexpensive 
Indian  costumes  but  they  can  be  easily 
planned  at  home. 

Girls:  Brown  cambric  short  skirt  and 
short  loose  jacket.  Skirt  and  jacket 
trimmed  around  with  red  and  brown  cam- 
bric fringe.  Red  band  around  head,  one 
feather  at  back. 

Boys:  Brown  cambric  or  khaki  trou- 
sers and  loose  short  coat  or  colored  shirt, 
trousers  trimmed  with  red  and  brown 
fringe.    Head  bands  of  feathers. 

Old  English:  Full  skirt,  tight  basque 
flschu  of  white. 

Scotch:  Plaid  gingham  pleated  skirts, 
white  waists,  black  caps,  white  turnover 
collars,  sash  of  the  plaid  over  left  shoulder. 

Norwegian:  Full  bright  skirt,  white 
waist,  black  bodice,  rather  pointed  cap 
with  short  cape  on  it  at  back. 

Italian:  Full  red  or  yellow  cheesecloth 
skirts,  white  waists,  black  bodices,  square 
piece  of  cloth  on  head. 
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Dutch:  Girls — Full  blue  skirts,  white 
waists,  white  aprons,  black  girdles,  white 
caps  folded  back  from  front.  Hair  in  two 
braids.  Boys — Wide  white  pants,  short 
red  jackets  and  red  caps.  Wooden  shoes 
if  possible. 

Irish:  Full  green  skirts,  white  waists, 
black  bodices,  red  stockings,  full  crown 
caps  of  white,  turned  back  from  face. 

Japanese:  Kimonos,  hair  done  high, 
little  fans  or  chrysanthemums  in  hair. 

Swedish :  Full  green  or  red  skirt,  black 
bodice,  apron  with  bright  stripes  across 
bottom,  white  waist,  a  plain  front  cap  like 
a  baby  bonnet  with  bow  at  back. 

Russian:  High  boots  made  by  using 
heavy  black  paper.  Long  Russian  blouse 
of  dark  cheesecloth  and  belted  down. 
Close  caps. 

Hungarian:  Bright  full  skirts,  boleros 
of  red  and  sashes  of  red  with  bright  scarf 
about  the  head. 

German:  Full  bright  colored  skirts, 
colored  waists,  fischus  and  caps,  with 
slight  peak  and  turned  back  from  face. 
Aprons  may  be  worn.    Hair  in  two  braids. 
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Sailors:  Girls — Short  white  skirts  and 
white  middy  blouses  with  dark  blue  col- 
lars. White  tamo'shanters  with  dark  blue 
bands.  Boys — Long  white  trousers,  wide 
at  the  bottom,  white  blouse  waists,  white 
tamo'shanters  with  blue  bands. 

Millers:  White  miller  caps  and  long 
white  miller's  aprons. 

Shoemakers:  Brown  cambric  aprons 
which  look  like  the  shoemakers'  leather 
ones  and  close  brown  caps. 

Seasons:  March  Winds — White  dresses 
with  veils  of  many  light  colors,  veil  fas- 
tened between  shoulders  and  a  loop  on 
either  end  to  slip  over  middle  fingers. 

Autumn  Leaves — Dull  green  kimono, 
cheesecloth  slips  about  10  inches  from  the 
ground,  wreath  of  autumn  leaves  about 
head  and  garland  of  autumn  leaves  over 
left  shoulder  and  down  to  right  side. 

Summer  Breezes  —  Short  Grecian 
dresses  in  the  light  colors  with  veils  to 
match  costumes. 

Snow/lakes — Dresses  of  white  tarleton 
with  bits  of  cotton  batting  scattered  over 
them.    Diamond  dust  on  hair  and  dresses. 

Christmas  costume — Loose  dull  green 
slips,  holly  wreaths  in  hair.    A  large  red 
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maline  bow  on  left  shoulder  and  red  bows 
on  wrists. 

French  Dolls — Short  dresses  to  knees, 
long  waists  and  short  skirts,  wide  sashes, 
hair  in  curls. 

Rose  Dance — White  dresses,  pink 
wreaths  in  hair  and  pink  rose  garlands  on 
dresses. 

Dance  of  the  Flowers — Crepe  paper 
dresses  made  to  represent  the  different 
flowers. 

Butterflies — White  dresses,  big  butter- 
fly bows  made  of  tarleton  in  any  light 
colors. 

Poppy — Loose,  short  green  kimono, 
slip,  red  crepe  paper  hats,  full  crown  and 
brim  made  of  five  leaves. 

Bluebirds  —  Grecian  dresses  of  light 
blue  cheesecloth,  full  wing  draperies  of 
blue  cheesecloth  fastened  between  shoul- 
ders and  to  middle  fingers. 
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DANCES 

Folk  Dances 

1 — Indian  Dance  of  Spring 

After  the  corn  was  planted  the  tribe 
gathered  about  the  fire  and  asked  the 
Great  Spirit  to  bring  the  rain  and  the 
sunshine  on  the  seed  just  planted  that  the 
harvest  might  be  abundant. 

Indian  music — Four  part  time.  In- 
dian War  Dance.     (See  page  117.) 

First  Figure :  Circles  face  to  left.  In- 
dian step  around  the  circle  once  (skipping 
step)  with  lifting  the  knee  forward  and 
swaying  the  body  forward  and  back.  Rest 
eight  counts,  standing  perfectly  still  and 
straight. 

Second  Figure:  Circle  face  to  right 
and  around  circle  once,  taking  four  Indian 
steps  forward,  then  four  around  selves. 
Rest  eight  counts  as  before. 

Third  Figure:  Face  center,  lift  arms 
high  and  look  up,  hold  four  counts,  bend 
bodies  forward  and  bring  arms  downward 
and  hold  four  counts.  Continue  through 
16  counts  and  rest  eight  counts  as  before. 

Fourth  Figure:     Short  sideward  steps 
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around   circle   once,   about   every   eighth 
count   hand   to   mouth   and   one   Indian 
"Whoo!"  Rest  eight  counts  as  before. 
Fifth  Figure:    Repeat  the  first. 

2 — Indian  Corn  Dance 

After  the  harvest  had  been  gathered  the 
Indians  came  to  the  campfire  bringing 
their  last  ear  of  corn  as  a  sacrifice  and 
thanked  the  Great  Spirit  for  the  food  for 
the  tribe. 

Music — Seminola  (Indian  two-step)  ; 
or  Indian  War  Dance. 

1.  Around  the  campfire  once  with  the 
best  known  of  the  Indian  steps,  like  our 
skipping  step,  only  with  lifted  knee  and 
weaving  the  body  forward  and  back. 

2.  Around  the  campfire  once  with  four 
steps  like  (1),  then  bend  knees  bringing 
the  outside  knee  near  the  ground  and  beat- 
ing ground  or  floor  twice  with  the  palm 
of  the  outside  hand,  standing,  place  hand 
to  mouth  and  give  short  Indian  yell.  This 
uses  eight  beats  of  music.  Repeat  this 
step  around  the  circle.  This  shows  the 
ground  and  the  joy  of  a  harvest. 

3.  Facing  the  center,  arms  raised  high, 
palms  to  front,  short  side  step  around  the 
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campfire,  looking  up  to  the  Great  Spirit, 
then  lower  arms  slowly,  bending  bodies 
forward.  This  is  thanking  the  Great 
Spirit  for  the  harvest. 

4.  The  last  ear  of  corn  from  the  tribal 
harvest  is  brought  and  placed  in  the  fire, 
then  all  dance  in  the  first  step  around  the 
campfire  once,  ending  with  a  prolonged, 
joyous  Indian  yell. 

3 — Old  English  Country  Dance 

Music — Arkansas  Traveler. 
Circle  formation — stand  next  to  part- 
ners. 

1.  Eight  slips  (glide  steps)  to  the  left. 
Eight  slips  (glide  steps)  to  the  right. 

2.  Eight  slips  to  center. 

Hook  partner's  left  elbow  and  step 
hop  four  times,  turning  out  to  place 
again. 

3.  Repeat  (1). 

4.  Repeat  ( 2 ),  hooking  right  elbows. 

5.  Repeat  (1). 

6.  Join  partner's  left  hand  and  step  hop 
four  times  around  partner. 

Join  right  hands  and  repeat. 
Stamp  and  shout  on  the  last  two 
counts. 
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4 — Scotch  Dance 

Music — The   Campbells  Are  Coming. 

First  Figure:  Right  arm  circled  over- 
head and  left  to  hip.  Balance  on  right 
foot.  Set  left  heel  sideward,  1.  Cross 
back  of  right,  2.  Sideward,  3.  To  place, 
hopping  on  the  left  foot,  4.  Repeat  to 
right,  reverse  position  of  arms.  Continue 
16  counts.  Stamping  three  times  on  15 
and  16,  with  hands  on  hips. 

Second  Figure:  Same  position  of  arms. 
Set  left  heel  forward,  1.  Set  left  heel 
backward,  2.  Forward,  3.  To  place, 
hopping  on  the  left  foot,  4.  Repeat  right 
with  reverse  position  of  arms.  Continue 
16  counts.  Stamping  three  times  on  15 
and  16. 

Third  Figure :  Same  position  of  arms. 
Glide  sideward  left,  1.  Cut  (right  taking 
place  of  left),  2.  Leap  on  to  left,  3. 
Touch  right  toe  back  of  left,  4.  Reverse 
position  of  arms  and  same  to  right.  Con- 
tinue 16  counts. 

Fourth  Figure :  Same  position  of  arms. 
Hopping  on  right  foot.  Point  left  toe 
sideward,  1.  Cross  in  front,  2.  Cross  be- 
hind, 3.  To  place,  changing  weight  to 
left  foot,  4.    Reverse  position  of  arms  and 
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repeat  right.    Continue  16  counts,  stamp- 
ing three  times  on  15  and  16. 

Fifth  Figure:  Same  position  of  arms. 
Rocking  step.  Glide  diagonally  forward, 
left,  1.  Hop  on  left  and  lift  right  foot 
back,  2.  Glide  diagonally  backward  right, 
hop  and  touch  left  toe  in  front  of  right 
toe,  turning  knee  outward.  Continue  14 
counts.  Stamp  three  times  on  16  and  16, 
hands  on  hips.  Repeat,  beginning  with 
right  foot  and  reverse  position  of  arms. 
Repeat  dance  from  the  first. 

5 — American 

Polka  time. 

First  Figure:  Join  inside  hand  with 
partner.  Left  toe  forward  point,  1.  Left 
toe  backward  point,  2.  Run  three  short 
steps,  3  and  4.  Continue  16  counts. 
Courtesy  to  partner,  four  counts.  Join 
left  hands  and  run  around  partner,  four 
counts,  taking  eight  steps.  Courtesy  to 
partner,  four  counts.    Rest  four  counts. 

Second  Figure:  Face  partner.  Same 
step  as  in  first,  only  run  past  partner  and 
turn  around.  16  counts.  Finish  figure 
as  first. 

Third  Figure:  Face  partner.  Same 
step  as  in  first  figure,  only  run  sideward 
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left  three  short  steps  and  sideward  right. 
16  counts.    Finish  as  in  first  figure. 

Fourth  Figure:  Join  left  hand  with 
partner  in  front  of  body.  Join  right  hand 
with  partner  back  of  shoulder.  Point  in- 
side toe  forward,  1.  Point  inside  toe  back- 
ward, 2.  Run  three  short  steps  sideward, 
the  one  on  the  right  running  in  front  of 
partner,  the  one  on  the  left  running  back 
of  partner.  Continue  16  counts.  Finish 
as  in  first  figure. 

6 — Norwegian 

Music — Polka  time. 

Every  four  couples  form  a  square  as 
for  a  quadrille. 

First  Figure:  Face  partners.  Clap 
hands  once,  one  past  the  other,  lock  left 
arms  with  partner  and  skip  around,  one 
to  eight  counts.  Repeat  and  lock  right 
arms.  Hands  on  partner's  shoulders  and 
glide  eight  counts  outward  and  eight 
counts  back  to  place. 

Second  Figure :  Face  partners.  Stamp 
once  left  and  once  right  and  on  3  and 
4  clap  three  times.  5  to  8  repeat.  Lock 
left  elbows  with  partners  and  skip  around 
once,  one  to  eight  counts.     Lock  right 
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elbows  and  repeat.    Bow  to  partner,  1  to 
4.    Stamp  three  times,  5  to  8. 

Third  Figure:  Face  partners.  Same 
as  second  figure,  only  substitute  shaking 
finger  and  head  at  partner  instead  of  clap- 
ping three  times.     (The  scolding.) 

Fourth  Figure :  Same  as  second  figure, 
only  substitute  turning  back  on  partner 
with  head  high  in  the  air  instead  of  clap- 
ping three  times.     ( The  quarrel. ) 

Fifth  Figure:  Same  as  second  figure, 
only  substitute  shaking  hands  with  part- 
ner instead  of  clapping  three  times.  ( The 
reconciliation. ) 

Sixth  Figure:    Same  as  first. 

7 — Italian 

Music — Waltz  time. 

First  Figure:  Pose— Left  toe  side- 
ward, left  hand  on  hip,  right  arm  circled 
overhead.  Look  over  left  shoulder.  Eight 
measures.  Change  and  hold  eight  meas- 
ures. Measures  1  and  2  six  running  steps 
sideward  left  with  outside  arms  raised 
shoulder  high  sideward,  inside  hands 
joined.  Measures  3  and  4  the  one  on  the 
right  runs  six  short  steps,  turning  in  place 
under  the  arm  of  partner.  Measures  5  and 
6,  six  short  running  steps  sideward  right 
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with  arms  raised  shoulder  high  sideward. 
Measure  7  and  8,  the  one  on  the  left  runs 
six  short  steps  in  place,  turning  under  arm 
of  partner.  Measures  9  to  16  repeat  first 
figure. 

Second  Figure:  Pose — Same  as  first, 
only  turn  quarter  turn  to  right.  Step  the 
same  as  in  the  first  figure,  only  run  for- 
ward and  backward.    Repeat. 

Third  Figure:  Pose — Left  foot  for- 
ward, down  on  right  knee,  left  arm  circled 
overhead,  right  hand  on  hip,  look  over 
right  shoulder.  Hold  eight  counts.  Re- 
verse position  of  arms  and  hold  eight 
counts.  Six  running  steps  forward,  the 
ones  on  the  left  kneel;  the  ones  on  the 
right  run  around  six  short  steps.  Pose 
looking  at  partner  and  with  right  arm 
circled  overhead.  Hold  4  measures.  Six 
short  running  steps  backward  and  the  re- 
verse.   Repeat. 

Repeat  the  three  figures. 
8 — Dutch 

Music — The  Dutch  Warbler  (Lauter- 
bach). 

First  Figure:  Face  partners.  Stamp 
left  foot,  1.  Clap  right  hand  on  partner's 
right — swinging   arm   from   shoulder,   2. 
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Stamp  right  foot,  3.  Clap  left  hand  on 
partner's  left,  4s.  Stamp  left  foot,  5. 
Clap  right  hand  on  partner's  right,  6. 
Hands  on  hips  and  stamp  1,  1-2.  Meas- 
ures 7  and  8.  Join  left  hands  and  walk 
eight  steps  around  partner.     Same  right. 

Second  Figure:  Repeat  first  figure 
with  falling  out  left,  bending  knee,  1. 
Same  right. 

Use  wooden-shoe  walk,  setting  the  heel 
first. 

9 — Irish 

Music — St.  Patrick's  Day. 

Hands  on  hips,  place. 

First  Figure:  Hop  on  right  foot  and 
set  left  heel  at  side,  1.  Cross  toe  in  front 
and  touch,  2.  Set  heel  at  side,  3.  Posi- 
tion, 4.    Repeat  right.    Repeat  both. 

Second  Figure :  Same  as  first,  only  set 
foot  in  front. 

Third  Figure:  Jump  and  turn  toes  in, 
1.  Jump  and  turn  toes  out,  2.  Continue 
six  counts  and  stamp  three  times  on  7  and 
8.    Repeat. 

Fourth  Figure:  Jump  back,  1.  Hop 
on  right  and  kick  sideward  left,  2,  3,  4. 
Jump  back,  5.  Hop  on  left  and  kick  side- 
ward right,  6,  7,  8.     Hop  on  right  and 
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kick  left  sideward  once.  Hop  on  left, 
kick  right  sideward  once.  Run  three 
counts  in  place  and  jump. 

Fifth  Figure :  Hop  on  right  and  point 
left  four  times  in  front.  Hop  on  left  and 
point  right  four  times  in  front.  Hop  on 
right  and  point  left  twice  at  side.  Hop 
on  left  and  point  right  twice  at  side.  Run 
three  counts  in  place  and  jump.  Repeat 
dance  from  the  first. 

10 — Japanese 

Music — Chinese  Dance. 

Form  two  ranks  or  four  ranks  facing 
partners  and  about  six  feet  between  lines. 
Hands  close  to  chest,  holding  open  fans. 

Short  steps  with  body  bent  slightly  for- 
ward. 

1.  Courtesy — Drop  to  both  knees,  bend 
forward  until  head  touches  floor — rise 
slowly.    Eight  measures. 

2.  Run  eight  steps  forward. 
Run  eight  steps  backward. 

3.  Fans  at  chest  open.  Run  eight  steps 
forward  and  pose  2  measures  with  fans  at 
right  shoulder  and  looking  to  left.  Bend- 
ing forward,  fan  at  chest — run  back  eight 
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steps  and  pose  with  fan  at  left  shoulder 
and  looking  to  right. 

4.  Run  eight  steps  forward,  passing 
partner  and  turning  round  on  7  and  8. 
Fan  vigorously  2  measures  and  return  in 
same  way. 

5.  Face  front  and  first  one  leading — 
fans  at  faces  so  eyes  just  show — counter 
run  close  to  line  and  outward,  returning 
to  places. 

6.  Line  on  left,  drop  to  knees  with  fans 
at  left  shoulder  and  looking  at  partners 
who  stand  with  fan  back  of  head  and  look- 
ing at  partner.    Hold  eight  measures. 

7.  Repeat  the  courtesy. 

8.  Run  from  stage. 

11 — Swedish  Harvest  Dance 

Music — Polka  time. 

First  Figure:  Join  inside  hands  with 
partners  and  face  partners,  point  outside 
toe  sideward,  1.  Cross,  2.  Two  glide 
steps,  3  and  4.  Back  to  back  with  partner, 
keep  same  hands  joined  and  use  the  inside 
foot  in  the  same  step.  Repeat  both,  fin- 
ishing with  three  short  stamps.  One 
stamp  left.  One  stamp  right.  Clap  three 
times.    Repeat.    Join  left  hands  and  run

Dances,,  Drills  and  Story-Plays 

around  partner  once.  Courtesy  and  stamp 
three  times. 

Second  Figure:  Join  hands  across 
ranks  and  repeat  the  first  figure  steps, 
only  point  left  toe  forward,  1.  Cross,  2. 
Glide  two  steps  sideward  left.  Same 
right  and  repeat,  finishing  with  the  three 
short  stamps.    Finish  as  first  figure. 

Third  Figure:  Alternate  ranks,  face 
left  and  right.  Take  the  same  steps  for- 
ward in  the  direction  the  ranks  are  fac- 
ing. Substitute  running  around  self  in- 
stead of  around  partner. 

12 — Russian 
Music — Samovar  (Russian  march). 

Arms  folded,  elbows  high,  heads  high, 
hold  through  the  introduction. 

First  Figure: 

1.  Stamp  forward  left,  with  body  bent 
low  and  arms  flung  outward. 

2.  Hop  on  left  foot  and  lift  body  up 
to  straight  position. 

3.  Fold  arms  and  four  little  balance 
steps,  changing  weight,  first  to  right  foot 
and  lifting  left  toe  in  front  of  right,  with 
toe    pointed    downward — continue    four 
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times.     This  leaves  the  right  foot  free. 
Repeat  figure  to  right.    Repeat  both. 
Second  Figure: 

1.  Four  Russian  Chasse  steps  diagon- 
ally forward  left,  with  body  bent  and 
lifted  slowly  during  the  four  steps — left 
arm  high  and  right  retired. 

2.  Arms  folded  and  four  balance  steps 
as  in  first  figure.  Repeat  1  and  2,  begin- 
ning right. 

Third  Figure: 

1.  Step  diagonally  forward  left,  left 
hand  high — right  retired. 

2.  Hop  on  left,  lift  right  back. 

3.  Step,  crossing  right  foot  over  in  di- 
rection of  left  and  hop,  right  hand  high. 

4.  Set  left  foot  sideward  and  pirouette 
left,  lifting  left  knee  high  for  the  turn. 

5.  Arms  folded  and  eight  little  balance 
steps  traveling  back — lifting  the  left  foot 
first.    Repeat  figure  to  the  right. 

Hold  Pose :  Arms  folded  high  through 
the  next  score. 

Fourth  Figure:  Repeat  the  first  fig- 
ure. 

Fifth  Figure: 

1.  Step  forward  left  and  balance  with 
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left  arm  high  and  right  arm  and  right 
foot  retired. 

2.  Balance  back  on  right  foot. 

3.  Step  back  of  right  with  left  and  bal- 
ance. 

4.  Step  sideward  right  and  balance  for- 
ward with  left. 

5.  Step  back  of  right  with  left  and  bal- 
ance.   Repeat. 

Sixth  Figure:  Step  forward  left  and 
balance.  Bring  right  foot  down  close  to 
left  leg  and  balance.  Repeat  ten  times 
and  step  over  left  foot,  turning  a  half 
turn  and  stamp  right,  flinging  out  arms 
for  the  finish. 

13 — Hungarian 

Music — 6/8  time. 

Circle  formation,  standing  next  to  part- 
ner. 

1.  Eight  glide  steps  to  the  left  around 
the  big  circle.  Four  stamps  turning  round 
self  and  four  claps.    Repeat  to  the  right. 

2.  Eight  hop  glides  left  and  partner  on 
the  right  stands  still  with  arms  folded  high 
while  partner  on  the  left,  with  arms  folded 
high,  takes  8  hop  glides,  moving  around 
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partner.     Repeat  figure,  partner  on  the 
left  standing  still. 

3.  Eight  hop  glides  to  the  left  and  lock 
left  elbows  with  partner  and  step  hop 
around  four  steps.  Eight  hop  glides  to 
right  and  lock  right  elbows  and  step  hop 
four  steps  around. 

4.  Repeat  first  figure. 

14 — German  Polka 

Music — Polka. 

Formation!  Single  circle.  Partners 
face  each  other.  Join  hands,  arms  ex- 
tended at  sides,  shoulder  high. 

Measures  1-8.  Glide  polka  towards 
center — slide,  close,  slide,  close,  three  run- 
ning steps  in  place.  Repeat  moving  out- 
ward two  measures.  Repeat  to  center  and 
out  again. 

Measures  9-12.  Clap  thighs  with  both 
hands.  Clap  own  hands  in  slow  time. 
Clap  partner's  hands  three  times  in  quick 
time.    Repeat. 

Measures  13-14.  Point  right  toe  for- 
ward, place  right  elbow  in  left  hand  and 
shake  finger  at  partner  three  times.  Re- 
peat left. 
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Measure    15.      Turn    complete    circle 
right,  with  four  jumps.

Music — Waltz  time. 

Even  number  at  pole.  School  colors  on 
the  pole.  Every  other  ribbon  of  same 
color. 

Partners  facing  each  other. 
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First  Figure:  Courtesy  to  partners 
(1-4).  Courtesy  to  pole  (5  to  8.)  Re- 
peat. All  face  left  and  waltz  around  the 
pole  once. 

Second  Figure:  Repeat  courtesies. 
Face  opposite  direction  and  waltz  back  to 
place. 

Third  Figure:  Face  left  and  take  the 
glide  and  hop  step  once  around  pole. 

Fourth  Figure:  Face  opposite  direc- 
tion and  repeat. 

Fifth  Figure:  All  of  one  color  step 
two  steps  toward  pole  and  form  an  inside 
circle.  Others  in  an  outside  circle.  In- 
side circle  face  left.  Outside  circle  face 
right  and  glide  and  hop  once  around  pole. 

Sixth  Figure.  Circles  courtesy  to  each 
other,  face  opposite  direction  and  return 
in  same  way.

Music — March  time. 

Skip  on  to  field  by  twos  and  come  up 
center  by  fours  with  plenty  of  room  be- 
tween. 
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1.  Step  left  and  point  right  toe  in  front, 
arms  in  laterals  to  left.  Repeat  right. 
Step  left  and  bring  right  toe  back  of  heel 
and  courtesy.  Step  right  and  heels  to- 
gether. 

Repeat  the  figure. 

2.  Join  partners  inside  hand  and  skip 
forward  8  steps,  drop  hands,  face  part- 
ner and  repeat  first  figure. 

3.  Skip  past  partner  8  steps,  arms  side- 
ward, face  front  and  repeat  one.  Turn 
around  and  return  with  8  skipping  steps, 
remain  facing  partner  and  repeat  one.

18 — Summer  Breezes 

Polka  time. 

I.  Face  to  the  left  in  a  double  circle. 
Inside  hand  joined  with  partner.  Point 
left  toe  forward,  outside  arm  sideward, 
shoulder  high,  palm  up,  1.  Point  left  toe 
backward,  turning  palm  down,  2.  Run  3 
steps,  bringing  outside  arm  to  circle  over- 
head, 3  and  4.  Repeat  the  step  4  times 
facing  left.  Turn  quickly  and  4  times 
facing  right.

Run  16 
steps  to  left  pulling  slightly  outward, 
heads  back  and  lifting  foot  back  as  you 
run.  Run  16  steps  right.  Join  left  hand 
with  partner's  left  hand,  right  arm  in 
circle  and  run  8  steps  around  partner. 
Join  right  hands  and  repeat.  Courtesy, 
8  counts. 

Second  Figure:  Join  hands  in  circle 
and  run  8  short  steps  to  center,  bending 
forward.  Run  8  steps  backward,  bending 
back.  Both  arms  in  circle  and  run  around 
partner,  8  counts.  Courtesy,  8  counts. 
Repeat. 
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Third  Figure:  Join  hands  in  circle. 
Run  16  steps  left.  Run  16  steps  right. 
All  partners  on  left  are  No.  1.  All  part- 
ners on  right  are  No.  2.  No.  1  arms  in 
circle  and  run  8  steps  to  center  and  return.

Music — 2/4  or  4/4  time. 
Formation — small     circles     of     eight, 
hands  joined.     Stand  next  to  partner. 
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1.  Run  8  steps  to  left,  run  8  steps  to 
right.  Run  8  around  self,  moving  arms 
outward  and  to  circle  overhead  on  first 
four  steps  and  forward  and  downward  on 
second  four  steps.  Run  4  steps  around 
partner — arms  outward  and  overhead — 
deep  courtesy,  bending  both  knees  and 
arms  outward  and  downward  during  four 
counts. 

2.  All  face  to  left  around  the  circle. 
Run  forward  8  steps,  arms  shoulder  high 
and  moving  in  time  to  step.  Run  around 
self  8  steps,  arms  in  circle  overhead.  Re- 
peat the  figure — the  second  time  running 
four  steps  around  self  and  a  courtesy  as 
in  (1). 

3.  Face  center.  Run  four  short  steps 
forward  bringing  arms  forward  and  up- 
ward, palms  away  from  body  and  bending 
slightly  back  with  heads  well  back.

21 — Christmas  Tree  Dance 

Music — Polka  time. 

Run  in  hy  twos  and  form  double  circle 
around  the  tree,  facing  left,  inside  hands 
joined,  outside  arm  raised  shoulder  high. 

1.  Point  outside  toe  forward,  1;  back- 
ward, 2,  and  run  three  steps,  1-2-3.  Re- 
peat pointing  inside  toe.    Repeat  both. 

2.  Point  outside  toe  sideward,  1.  Cross 
back  of  opposite  knee,  2.  Run  three  steps 
around  self,  turning  outward  from  part- 
ner, arms  in  circle  overhead. 

Join  inside  hands  again  and  point  in- 
side toe  sideward,  1.  Cross  back  of  op- 
posite knee,  2.  Run  three  steps  around 
self,  turning  toward  partner,  arms  in  cir- 
cle overhead. 

Join  inside  hands  quickly,  outside  arms 
sideward  raise,  face  partner  and  starting 
with  outside  foot,  polka  forward,  turning 
back  to  partner  when  inside  foot  leads. 

Swing  inside  arms  forward  and  upward 
as  back  is  turned  to  partner  and  inside 
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foot  leads.  Swing  inside  arms  downward 
and  backward  as  the  outside  foot  leads  and 
partners  face.  Repeat  the  figure  from 
the  first. 

3.  Join  both  hands  with  partner  and 
glide  16  steps  around  the  circle  (inside 
ones  moving  to  left  and  outside  ones  to 
right).    Repeat  in  opposite  direction. 

4.  Repeat  dance  from  the  first. 

In  the  last  figure  glide  16  steps  in  one 
direction,  then  8  steps  in  the  opposite  di- 
rection and  face  the  tree,  courtesy  four 
counts  and  courtesy  to  partner  four  counts 
and  run. 

22 — The  Sleigh  Bell  Dance 

Music — -Winter  Jingles. 

Small  sleigh  bells  (2  or  3  on  an  elastic 
are  worn  on  the  ankle). 

Take  partners  and  form  fours  by  part- 
ners joining  inside  hands  and  joining  out- 
side hand  with  outside  hand  of  one  just 
back  of  them.  All  are  facing  in  one  di- 
rection and  these  groups  of  four  enter 
running  and  form  a  long  line  or  a  circle 
and  halt — arms  raised  shoulder  high. 

1.  Beginning  with  left  foot,  run  three 
steps  forward,  hop  on  left  and  swing  right 
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forward.  Repeat  beginning  right.  Take 
the  step  six  times  running  forward,  then 
the  first  couple  in  each  four  let  go  of 
hands  at  center  front  and  turning  out- 
ward step  hop  four  times,  joining  hands 
again  at  back  of  circle,  making  those  who 
were  behind,  the  leaders.  Repeat  the 
figure. 

2.  Drop  hands,  turn  back  to  partner 
and  run  forward,  using  the  same  step 
(three  running  steps  and  balance)  once, 
repeating  it  moving  backward.  Turn 
quickly,  join  left  hand  wdth  partner  and 
step  hop  four  times  around  partner. 

Repeat  the  figure,  joining  right  hands. 
Repeat  (2). 

3.  Turn  back  to  partner.  Run  forward 
one  step  as  in  (2),  turning  round  on  the 
hop  swing  and  return  facing  partner.  The 
couples  wTho  formed  the  fours  in  the  be- 
ginning join  left  hands,  forming  a  wheel 
and  step  hop  four  times,  moving  around 
in  wheel.  Repeat  the  figure,  joining  right 
hands.    Repeat  (3).

Music — Cloudland  Waltz. 
Each  child  carries  a  branch  with  a  large 
pink  paper  rose  tied  in  the  top.

Scatter  over  the  field, 
not  in  lines  but  with  plenty  of  room  be- 
tween roses.

First  Figure:  Walk  three  short  steps 
left  and  point  right  toe  forward,  4.  Arms 
sideward,  1-2-3.  Right  hand  over  toe  and 
left  arm  sideward,  4.     Repeat  to  right. 
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Repeat  to  left.     Pirouette  right  in  place 
fourth  time  with  hands  closed  and  open. 

Second  Figure:  Walk  three  steps  for- 
ward, beginning  with  left,  point  right  toe 
forward  on  4.  Arms  sideward  for  1-2-3. 
Right  hand  over  toe  and  left  arm  side- 
ward 4.  Repeat  right.  Walk  backward 
three  steps,  beginning  with  left  and  point 
right  toe  forward.

Zephyr  balance — Step 
backward  right  and  balance,  lifting  left 
foot  in  front,  arms  to  right. 

25 — Poppy  Dance 

Music — Crescent  Moon  Waltz. 

Each  girl  carries  a  poppy  garland  1% 
yards  long.  Run  in,  scatter  over  field  and 
hold  8  measures  with  arms  lifted  sideward. 
Keep  arms  far  apart  during  the  dance. 

1.  Swing  garlands  to  left,  step  left  and 
point  right  ( one  waltz  measure ) .  Repeat 
to  right.    Take  the  step  8  times. 

2.  Point  left  toe  forward,  left  hand 
over  toe  and  right  sideward,  1  measure; 
point  left  toe  backward  and  arms  side- 
ward, 1  measure.

Repeat  running  to  right  and 
hold.    Repeat  the  figure. 

4.  Form  wheels  of  three,  quickly  join- 
ing left  hands  at  center,  right  arms  shoul- 
der high.  Run  12  steps  and  hold  four 
measures  with  outside  toe  pointed.  Re- 
peat joining  right  hands.  Repeat  the 
figure. 

5.  Repeat  from  the  first. 

26 — Garland  Dance 

Music — Waltz  time. 

Any  flower  garlands  two  yards  long. 

1.  Form  circle,  left  hand  high,  right  on 
hip,  hold  8  counts. 

2.  Face  left  in  circle,  begin  with  left 
foot,  run  three  steps  (one  measure) ,  point 
(one  measure).    Repeat  8  times. 

3.  Hold  the  last  point  8  measures  more. 

4.  Repeat  the  second  figure  pointing 
sideward,  8  times. 

5.  Hold,  facing  outward,  garlands  out, 
8  measures. 
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6.  Beginning  with  right,  waltz  step 
with  the  half  turn,  16  measures. 

7.  Hold,  facing  outward  and  kneeling. 
Hold  six  counts,  stand  on  7  and  8. 

8.  Cross  balance  (glide  and  hop)  step, 
facing  partners  and  joining  hands,  4  steps, 
then  facing  left,  4  steps,  and  around 
selves,  4  steps  and  courtesy.

Music — Fast  march  or  waltz. 

1.  Fly  through  the  forest,  16  counts, 
arms  moving  in  time. 

2.  Fly  to  circle  in  the  center  and  hold 
with  arms  over  head,  16  counts,  and  stand- 
ing next  to  partner. 

3.  Courtesy  to  partner,  1-4. 

4.  Courtesy  to  center  of  circle,  5-8. 

5.  Fly  around  partner,  8  counts. 

6.  Courtesy  to  partner,  1-4. 
Courtesy  to  center,  5-8. 

7.  Repeat  5  and  6. 

8.  All  face  outward  and  fly,  8  counts 

9.  All  face  center  and  fly,  8  counts. 

10.  Fly  around  partners,  8  counts. 

11.  Hold  with  arms  in  circle,  8  counts. 

12.  Kneel    on    left    knee    and    hold,    8 
counts.     Fly  away. 

28 — French  Doll  Dance 

Music — 6/8  time.  All  movements 
jerky. 

1.  Left  forearm  lifted  1  to  4.  Low- 
ered 5  to  8.     Same  right.     Repeat  both. 
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2.  Head  lowered  1  to  4.  Lifted  5  to  8. 
Repeat. 

3.  Combine  (1)  and  (2). 

4.  Lift  left  heel  1  to  4.  Lower  5  to  8. 
Repeat  right.    Repeat  both. 

5.  Head  to  left  twist  1  to  4.  Head  to 
right  twist  5  to  8. 

6.  Head  to  left  twist  and  left  arm  side- 
ward raise  1  to  4.  Return  5  to  8.  Repeat 
right.    Repeat  both.

First  Figure :  Sight  land,  eight  counts, 
left  foot  diagonally  forward,  change 
weight,  heads  high,  left  hand  at  forehead, 
elbow  high,  right  arm  extended  down  and 
slightly  back.  Same  to  right,  eight  counts. 
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Second  Figure:  Pulling  the  ropes,  16 
counts;  glide  diagonally  forward  left  and 
hop,  lifting  right  foot  back;  glide  diag- 
onally backward  right,  lifting  left  knee. 
Swing  arms  up  and  over  the  left  foot  in 
the  forward  glide,  bring  them  down  and 
toward  the  right  with  the  diagonally  back- 
ward glide  right,  as  if  pulling  the  ropes.

Set 
left  heel  sideward  and  arms  sideward 
raise,  pull  left  hand  to  shoulder  and  re- 
place left  foot  with  a  stamp.  Same  right, 
3  and  4.  Continue  14  counts.  Stamp 
three  times  on  15  and  16  with  hands  on 
hips. 

Second  Figure:  Driving  the  peg. 
Swing  left  arm  down  and  back  with 
clenched  fist.  Set  left  heel  in  front  and 
bring  left  fist  on  top  of  right  fist  in  front,

1.  Join  inside  hand  with  partner  and 
walk  four  steps  to  center  of  square  and 
return  to  place.  Repeat.  Hook  left  el- 
bows and  walk  8  steps  around  partner. 
Repeat  hooking  right  elbows. 

2.  Face  partners  and  walk  back  four 
steps,  forward  four  steps,  join  both  hands 
with  partner  and  swing  partners,  walking 
8  steps.    Repeat  the  figure. 

3.  Face  corners  and  repeat  (2)  with 
neighbor. 

4.  Face  partners  and  grand  right  and 
left  around  the  square,  returning  to  place. 
Repeat  from  the  first. 
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32 — Blue  Bird  Dance 
Music — Gypsy  Gavotte. 

First  Figure:  Arms  in  diagonal  posi- 
tion, left  leading,  and  four  hopping  steps 
forward  and  two  cross  balance  steps  with 
swinging  arms.  Repeat  right  and  take  the 
step  four  times. 

Second  Figure:  Repeat  the  same  step 
sideward  four  times. 

Third  Figure:  Step  left  and  point 
right.  Step  right  and  point  left.  Two 
cross  balance  steps  around  self. 

Repeat  four  times. 

Fourth  Figure:  Four  glide  steps  for- 
ward with  left  hand  leading,  two  cross 
balance  steps.

1.  Courtesy.  2.  Join  left  hands,  step 
out  with  right  foot,  1,  2,  3;  left  foot  back 
and  courtesy.  3.  Join  right  hands,  step 
out  with  left  foot,  1,  2,  3;  right  foot  back 
and  courtesy.  4.  Step  sideward  right 
and  deep  courtesy.    Same  left  and  finish. 

Second  Figure: 

1.  Face  front  and  join  inside  hands. 
Point  outside,  toe  forward,  and  step.  Re- 
peat   with    inside    foot.      Repeat    both.

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Rhythms 


Small  boys  and  girls  accomplish  won- 
ders when  dramatic  play  forms  the  basis 
of  their  work  or  play.  Nothing  makes  a 
better  or  more  attractive  number  on  anv 
program  than  a  series  of  rhythms  played 
by  the  children  in  the  form  of  a  story. 

In  this  they  have  play  in  its  largest 
sense  or  a  combination  of  the  dramatic  and 
the  recreative  where  imagination,  imita- 
tion and  instinct  work  together.  The 
spontaneous  response  which  follows  builds 
the  child's  initiative  and  develops  him  in 
a  way  that  stereotyped  work  never  could. 
Open  the  way  to  the  child's  mind — help 
his  imagination  to  come  into  being  and 
you  have  a  most  attractive  form  of  chil- 
dren's work. 

The  rhythms  which  follow  are  sugges- 
tive ones  worked  out  or  played  out  by  our 
own  boys  and  girls.  These  are  followed 
by  a  number  of  stories  made  by  combin- 
ing the  rhythms  and  they  are  very  sug- 
gestive   for    building    others    from    the 
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rhythms  given.  Where  music  is  used 
choose  good  music  with  marked  rhythm 
and  let  the  boys  and  girls  find  the  rhythm 
in  the  music  and  fit  their  play  to  it. 

Suggestive  Rhythms 

1.  The  Brownies — We  enter  from  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  room  all  "scrutched 
up" — each  of  us  showing  our  idea  of  a 
brownie.  All  gather  in  a  circle  and  do 
"The  Brownie  Dance." 

Little  brown  caps  and  brown  pajamas 
or  just  the  caps  with  any  costume  are  sug- 
gestive. 

2.  The  Fairies — Running  lightly  to 
waltz  or  six-eight  time — arms  moving  in 
rhythm  for  the  wings.  Flit  in  and  out, 
round  and  round — gather  in  small  circles 
and  give  "The  Dance  of  the  Fairies." 

White  dresses  and  big  hair  bows  of 
pink  or  blue. 

3.  Toys — Each  one  chooses  a  partner. 

Jack  in  the  box — One  child  is  a  Jack — 
bends  knees  and  goes  into  box — the  other 
one  is  the  lid ;  stands  behind  with  hands  on 
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head  of  Jack.     All  Jacks  in  boxes — all 
lids  tight  shut.    Some  one  says: 

Jacks  in  their  boxes  all  shut  up  tight 
No  air  have  they,  nor  a  bit  of  light, 
How  cramped  they  must  be  all  up  in 

a  heap, 
Now  open  the  lids  and  up  they  will 

leap. 

A  signal,  hand  clap  or  noise  made  by 
striking  floor  with  stick  is  the  unfasten- 
ing of  the  lids  and  all  Jacks  leap  up  high 
into  the  air.  The  lids  raise  arms  straight 
up  (don't  break  the  lid  apart).  After 
the  Jacks  have  leaped  up  the  lids  push 
them  slowly  into  their  boxes  again — be 
careful  not  to  break  the  springs.  These 
Jacks  come  out  of  their  boxes  three  times 
then  the  Jacks  become  the  lids  and  the 
lids  change  to  the  Jacks.  To  music  un- 
fasten the  boxes  on  the  first  beat  of  a 
waltz  measure  and  use  four  measures  to 
finish  putting  the  Jacks  in  their  boxes 
again. 

4.  Jumping  Jacks — Every  one  has 
seen  some  kind  of  a  jumping  jack  that 
works  with  a  string.  We  make  one 
whose  arms  and  legs  fly  out  when  the 
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string  is  pulled  and  when  it  is  loosened 
arms  and  feet  fly  back  to  place  again. 
All  the  jumping  jacks  ready — you  pull 
the  string — John!  To  music — six-eight 
time — Jump  on  first  beat  of  first  measure 
and  rest  three  measures.  Pull  the  string 
on  the  first  beat  of  each  four  measures. 

5.  Dolls  in  cradles — Music:  Here  We 
Go  round  the  Mulberry  Bush. 

Oh!  do  you  see  my  dollie  O — 
Oh!  do  you  see  my  dollie  O — 
Oh!  do  you  see  my  dollie  O — 
A  rocking  in  her  cradle? 

Dolls  in  arms — (Imagination)  rock  in 
time  to  the  singing. 

6.  The  Swing — Partners  join  both 
hands  and  to  waltz  time  swing — one 
movement  for  each  measure.  Use  a  swing 
song. 

7.  Rocking  Horse — One  foot  in  front 
and  rock  forward  and  back  holding  the 
reins  in  the  hands.    Waltz  music. 

Christmas  Rhythms 

8.  Ringing  Christmas  bells — Ring  the 
big  bell  in  the  belfry  using  both  arms  and 
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swaying  the  body  forward  and  backward 
as  you  pull  the  rope.  Waltz  time — one 
measure  for  each  movement. 

9.  Hanging  up  the  stockings  and  going 
to  sleep — Dream  about  what  we  want  in 
the  stocking. 

10.  Waking  up — Show  what  toy  you 
found  in  your  stocking  and  we  try  to 
guess  what  it  is. 

Snow  Rhythms 

11.  Making  a  path — Shoveling  snow. 
One  waltz  measure  to  shovel,  one  to  throw 
aside. 

Making  a  snow  man — Build  your  part- 
ner into  a  snow  man;  put  plenty  of  snow 
about  his  feet  and  make  him  look  as  funny 
as  you  can — putting  his  arms  and  feet  in 
any  position  you  want  to.  He'll  stand 
that  way.  Make  some  snow  balls  and 
throw  at  him — soon  he  topples  over. 
Waltz  music. 

Out-door  Rhythms 

12.  Galloping  ponies — Hold  the  reins 
tightly  and  gallop. 
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13.  Train  on  the  track — We  imitate  a 
train  whistle  and  move  fast  or  slow. 

14.  Riding  a  bicycle — We  hold  the 
handle  bars  and  move  forward,  lifting 
knee  high  as  we  step.    Waltz  or  6/8  time. 

15.  Bounding  balls — Toss  ball  and 
catch  it,  swing  arms  in  large  circle.  Waltz 
time — one  measure  to  each  movement. 
Bound  balls  in  same  time. 

16.  Climbing  the  hill — We  take  good 
long  breaths  and  climb  steadily,  lifting 
knee  as  we  step  and  catching  hold  of  twigs 
and  branches  as  we  pass.     6/8  time. 

17.  Flying  kites  —  Running  lightly, 
watching  kite  in  air  and  letting  out  string. 
6/8  time. 

18.  Playing  foot  ball — Running  four 
short  steps  and  kicking — continue  the 
step.  4/4  time — running  one  measure 
and  use  second  measure  for  the  kick. 

19.  Jumping  the  creek — Choose  a  part- 
ner and  have  a  chalk  line  or  something 
definite  to  represent  the  creek  (a  crack  in 
the  floor  if  we  are  indoors) .  Run  several 
steps  and  jump  exactly  with  partner. 
Continue  several  times.    4/4  time. 
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20.  Jumping  the  rope  —  Skipping 
lightly  and  swinging  arms  as  though  we 
were  using  a  jumping  rope.  Waltz  or 
6/8  time. 

21.  Jumping  in  the  hay — Running  ten 
steps  and  jumping,  coming  down  in  a 
heap  but  relaxed  so  you  do  not  hurt  your- 
self.   Rest  until  end  of  music  rhythm. 

22.  Wading — Holding  skirts  close  to 
you,  walk  about  in  the  creek,  stopping 
every  few  steps  and  looking  away.  4/4 
or  6/8  time. 

23.  Falling  leaves — Running  forward 
in  and  out  among  the  trees,  moving  arms 
lightly  upward  and  downward,  moving 
fingers  too — to  represent  the  leaves. 
Every  eighth  measure  twirl  around  and 
sink  to  the  ground.    Waltz  time. 

24.  Swaying  trees — We  are  any  kind 
of  a  tree  we  want  to  be — a  pointed  pine 
tree,  a  wide  spreading  chestnut  tree,  a  tall 
poplar  tree  or  a  strong  oak  tree — using 
our  arms  to  represent  the  branches.  A 
strong  wind  is  blowing  and  the  trees  sway 
gently.    Waltz  music. 

25.  Merry -go-round — Four  of  us  join 
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left  hands  at  the  center  making  a  wheel 
formation.  Get  the  machinery  at  the 
middle  good  and  solid.  All  form  merry- 
go  -  rounds.  We  start  slowly  and  go 
faster  and  faster.    4/4  or  6/8  music. 

26.  Windmills — My  partner  and  I 
build  a  windmill.  We  stand  with  our 
backs  to  each  other  and  raise  our  left  arms 
high  and  extend  our  right  arms  low  and 
slightly  out  from  the  body.  When  the 
windmill  begins  to  go  our  left  arms  lower 
themselves  as  our  right  arms  raise  them- 
selves. One  movement  to  waltz  measure. 
All  make  windmills. 

27.  Rolling  hoops — We  roll  our  hoops, 
hitting  them  lightly  every  first  beat  of 
waltz  music  while  we  run  a  step  to  each 
beat. 

Garden  Rhythms 

28.  Spading  —  Put  spade  into  the 
ground  on  one  and  turn  over  the  dirt  on 
two.  Stamp  three  times  (patting  the 
ground)  1-2-3.    Use  Polka  time. 

29.  Sowing — We  sow  any  kind  of  grain 
we  want  to.  Talk  about  what  kind  you 
will  plant  and  how  it  is  planted. 
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30.  Pulling  the  weeds — Bending  for- 
ward and  working  among  the  rows,  pull- 
ing weeds  and  throwing  aside.  Waltz 
music. 

31.  Raking — Raking  in  and  out  the 
rows.    Waltz  music. 

32.  Gathering — Gather  the  kind  of 
grain  you  sowed  and  tie  it  and  put  it  in 
the  barn.  Use  waltz  music — the  definite 
movement  comes  on  the  first  beat  of  meas- 
ure. 

Carpenter  Rhythms 

33.  The  carpenter  —  He  enters  his 
workshop,  ties  on  his  big  apron,  lifts  down 
his  tools,  sharpens  those  that  need  it  and 
lays  them  out  ready  for  work. 

34.  Planing — He  lays  a  long  board  out 
on  the  table  and  planes  it  evenly  and 
smoothly. 

35.  Sawing — He  places  log  or  board  in 
place,  puts  foot  up  and  saws  in  long,  reg- 
ular strokes. 

36.  Nailing — He  opens  his  box  of  nails 
— gets  hammer  and  nails  the  boards  to- 
gether, striking  evenly. 
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37.  Building  —  He  places  parts  to- 
gether and  builds — reaching  high,  then 
low,  as  he  works.    Waltz  time. 

A  Visit  to  the  Barnyard 

38.  The  Duck  pond — All  the  ducks 
come  from  different  parts  and  walk  into 
the  pond,  knees  bent  and  waddling — say- 
ing Quack !  Quack !  4/4  time.  Then  thej^ 
walk  out  again  and  shake  themselves. 

38.  The  Turkeys — The  turkeys  strut 
and  strut — heads  high  and  walking  very 
proudly.    6/8  or  4/4  time. 

40.  The  Peacocks — They  walk  slower 
and  open  their  wonderful  tails — form  tails 
with  hands,  heads  high. 

The  boys  and  girls  get  exercise,  recrea- 
tion, dramatic  training  and  wonderful  co- 
ordination through  rhythms;  grown-ups 
always  enjoy  the  results  and  the  children 
have  lived  the  thing  in  a  spontaneous  way. 
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1 — A  Picnic 

The  band  is  playing.  We  shall  go  to 
the  picnic  on  horses. 

We  have  a  fine  gallop  to  the  woods — 
dismount  and  hitch  our  horses.  Taking 
our  partner's  hand  we  walk  through  the 
woods  to  a  small  creek,  which  wTe  jump 
over.  A  little  farther  on  we  find  a  stream. 
The  water  looks  so  clear  and  pebbly  that 
we  take  off  our  shoes  and  stockings  and 
wade  across.  We  come  to  a  beautiful 
smooth  part  of  the  woods.  It  is  a  jolly 
place  to  have  some  games.     We  play: 

See  Saw 
Windmill 
Merry-go-round 
The  Swing, 

and  end  with  a  bear  dance.  We  rest 
awhile  and  eat  our  lunches.  It  is  time  to 
go  home.  We  discovered  some  boats 
along  the  stream  when  we  came  over  and 
we  row  back,  singing  our  boat  song  as  we 
go.  We  leave  the  boats  and  continue  our 
walk.    We  jump  the  creek  and  find  our 
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horses.  They  are  glad  to  see  us,  and  have 
had  a  fine  time  eating  grass  while  we  were 
gone.  The  gallop  home  is  great  fun  and 
our  picnic  is  a  grand  success. 

2 — A  Soldier  Story 

Music — A  Military  March. 

We  are  a  troop  of  tired  soldiers  return- 
ing from  a  long  march,  carrying  our  knap- 
sacks. We  march  slowly  and  with  little 
energy.  We  come  to  a  cool,  green  wood 
and  decide  that  this  shall  be  our  camping 
place  for  the  night.  The  music  changes 
to  quick  time.  Every  soldier  puts  up  his 
tent  and  gathers  sticks  for  a  fire.  The 
supper  is  prepared  and  eaten. 

The  music  becomes  very  slow  and  very 
soft  and  every  soldier  lies  down  for  his 
night's  rest.  The  music  changes  to  quick, 
bright  time  and  we  awaken.  It  is  morn- 
ing, the  sun  is  up  and  we  must  be  on  the 
march  again.  Knapsacks  are  made  ready, 
we  fall  in  line  and  march  away. 

Soldier  caps  made  of  paper  add  to  this 
story. 
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3 — Christmas  at  Grandpa's  on  the 

Farm 

We  hear  the  jingling  bells,  the  big  bob 
sleigh  is  at  the  door.  We  put  on  all  the 
warm  clothes  we  can  and  two  by  two  form- 
ing the  long  bob  sleigh,  with  the  sleigh 
bells  in  the  lead,  we  are  off  to  the  farm. 

When  we  arrive,  we  visit  the  barnyard 
family  first,  and  we  see  the  cows,  chickens, 
horses,  sheep,  turkeys,  ducks,  dog  and  the 
cat.  (The  music  shows  the  different 
rhythms  and  we  do  them  all).  We  take 
off  our  wraps  and  get  warm.  It  is  dinner 
time;  and  we  have  oh!  such  good  things 
to  eat,  each  one  of  us  represents  one  of 
the  things  we  had  to  eat,  and  as  I  tell 
about  the  dinner,  each  one  when  his  name 
is  mentioned  turns  around  quickly.  If  he 
is  asleep  and  doesn't  hear,  he  has  to  go  in 
our  jack-pot  in  the  middle.  A  short  nap 
after  dinner  refreshes  all  of  us,  then  it  is 
time  for  some  games.  A  Trip  Around 
the  World.  The  Weasel  and  the  Chick- 
ens, and  we  are  ready  to  go  home. 

These  games  and  many  others  which  can 
be  used  in  the  story-plays  can  be  found  in 
"Play,  Its  Value,  and  Fifty  Games,"  by 
Miss  Lamkin,    Price,  75  cents. 
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4 — Christmas  Morning 

This  story  begins  the  day  before  Christ- 
mas in  the  front  yard — (the  gymnasium) . 
We  have  a  snowball  frolic,  just  a  grand 
one.  Then  we  have  supper,  tell  a  story 
around  the  big  grate  fire,  hang  up  our 
stockings  and  creep  to  bed. 

Morning  is  here,  Christmas  morning, 
and  with  the  Christmas  sparkle  in  our 
eyes  we  run  to  see  what  Santa  has  left  us. 
We  show  our  presents,  the  rest  guessing 
what  they  are.     This  time  we  had: 

Rocking  horses, 
Skates, 

Jumping  rope, 
Teddy  bear, 
Jumping  Jack, 
Jack  in  the  box, 
Doll  cradle, 
Doll  carriage, 
Foot  ball, 
An  automobile,  etc. 

5 — Thanksgiving  Story 

We  drive  to  the  woods  this  time  in  a 
big   old-fashioned   coach,   drawn   by   six 
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white  horses.  The  driver  has  a  bugle 
which  he  blows  five  minutes  before  we 
start  and  again  when  it  is  time  to  go.  We 
climb  a  hill,  ford  a  creek,  drive  over  two 
big  logs,  and  down  a  very  steep  hill. 

We  are  in  the  woods — we  gather  sticks 
and  lay  our  fire — we  light  it  and  cook  our 
meal:  baked  potatoes,  roasted  corn,  fried 
eggs.  Rest  awhile  and  play  Indian  and 
Scout,  half  of  us  are  Indians,  half  Scouts. 
The  Scouts  close  their  eyes,  while  the  In- 
dians are  given  time  to  hide  within  a  cer- 
tain space.  At  a  signal  from  the  Scout 
captain,  the  Scouts  start  and  see  how 
many  Indians  they  can  bring  back  to 
camp.    The  Indians  then  hunt  the  Scouts. 

6 — Hallowe'en  Story 

The  fairies  and  the  brownies.  The 
fairies  are  having  a  party  in  the  woods. 
There  is  a  captain  of  the  fairy  band  who 
keeps  watch  as  they  feast  around  the  fire. 
The  brownies  come  from  every  corner, 
creeping  along  as  only  a  brownie  can. 
The  captain  of  the  fairies  hears  some 
slight  commotion  and  looks  and  listens. 
He  soon  catches  sight  of  the  brownies  and 
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shouts,  "The  Brownies!  The  Brownies!" 
The  fairies  try  to  catch  the  brownies  and 
bring  them  back  to  the  camp  fire. 

7 — A  Tournament 

Music — Tournament  march  or  military 
march. 

For  the  primary  grades,  founded  on 
the  stories  of  Knighthood. 

Materials:  Horses'  heads  wTith  mouths 
open,  made  of  half  inch  timber  and  about 
six  inches  high,  mounted  on  sticks  three 
feet  long.  Painted  white  with  black 
bridles,  eyes  and  nose.  Small  screw  eyes 
either  side  of  mouth  into  which  are  fas- 
tened reins.  Shields  of  cardboard  covered 
with  silver  paper  and  two  bands  of  red 
paper,  crossed.  Hats  made  of  silver  pa- 
per with  white  plumes  made  of  tissue  pa- 
per. One  sheet  folded  in  thirds,  stitched 
through  the  center,  cut  very  fine  on  either 
side,  crumpled  up  in  the  hands,  shaken  out 
and  put  on  hat.  Swords,  eighteen  inches 
long,  made  of  wood  and  painted  with  alu- 
minum paint.  Small  rings  made  of  rattan 
and  decorated  with  flowers.  Flowers — 
tissue  paper  cut  in  circles  about  two  inches 
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in  diameter,  one  circle  for  each  flower,  soft 
paper  stem  fastened  to  center  of  circle 
which  is  twisted  to  give  shape  to  this 
simple  flower  which  resembles  a  sweet  pea. 

Astride  of  our  horses,  with  caps,  shields 
and  swords,  ready  for  use  and  with  the 
spirit  of  the  true  knight  of  old  within  us, 
we  salute  our  captain  at  his  command, 
"Salute!"  (touching  right  hands  to  cap 
and  down  to  place).  The  captain  is  one 
of  the  number  who  thoroughly  under- 
stands the  spirit  of  knighthood,  and  whose 
authority  is  of  the  right  sort.  The  cap- 
tain gives  the  various  commands  during 
the  tournament.  "Ready  for  the  grand 
processional." 

Knights  march  in  files  to  left  and  right, 
about  ten  feet  apart,  lifting  knees  as  they 
step  for  the  spirited  horses  which  they 
ride. 

This  march  is  slow  and  stately. 

"Draw  your  swords!" 

"Salute!"  (Bring  swords  to  caps  and 
down  at  side. 

"Ready  for  the  rings!" 

Riders  gallop  to  left  and  right — around 
a  small  circle  once  and  rings  are  tossed 
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in  the  air  which  they  endeavor  to  catch 
on  their  swords.  Ride  back  to  places  in 
the  ranks. 

"Salute  I" 

"Ready  for  the  hurdles!" 

Two  wands  are  held,  one  at  either  side. 
Held  with  the  fingers  straight  in  the  di- 
rection of  the  jump  so  that  in  case  the 
hurdle  is  struck  by  one  of  the  riders  it  will 
fall  to  the  ground  and  not  trip  him. 

Riders  go  to  left  and  right — down  the 
center  and  up  on  either  side  over  the 
hurdles  and  back  to  position. 

"Draw  your  lances!" 

"Salute!" 

(Swords  are  also  used  for  the  lances.) 

A  barrel  hoop  suitably  decorated  is  held 
on  either  side.  The  knights  ride  around  a 
small  circle  on  either  side  and  throw  lances 
through  the  hoops  and  ride  back  to  one 
rank  at  back  of  working  space  and  get 
ready  for  the  chariot  race,  which  is  the 
last  event  in  our  tournament. 

Each  chariot  rider  has  long  white  rein 
on  his  arm  and  has  it  folded  and  in  his 
waist  until  the  time  he  shall  need  it.    Now 
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the  shields  are  laid  aside  except  by  the 
drivers.  The  knights  form  in  groups  of 
four  to  each  chariot — unfold  their  reins 
which  are  taken  by  the  driver  of  each  char- 
iot and  the  race  is  ready — "Go!"  The 
chariots  are  off.  After  the  race  the  chari- 
ots and  drivers  rein  up  in  one  rank,  the 
drivers  salute  and  all  ride  off  the  field. 

8 — The  Sailor  Lads  and  Lassies 

Music — Polka  time. 
Get  into  the  boat — row  out  to  the  big 
ship — get  aboard. 

1.  Jolly  Sailors.  Arms  folded  with  el- 
bows raised  high.  Heel,  toe  and  1,  2,  3. 
Set  heel  in  front,  point  toe  back.  2,  run 
three  steps,  1,  2,  3.  Repeat  around  the 
room  once,  beginning  with  left  foot  and 
alternating  left  and  right. 

2.  Hoisting  the  Sails.  All  face  the  cen- 
ter of  the  room  and  grasp  the  rope  and 
pull  all  together  with  a  downward  sweep 
on  the  body.  Repeat  several  times.  Waltz 
time. 

3.  Rocking  of  the  Ship.  We  keep  our 
balance  by  responding  to  the  movement 
of  the  ship.    Walking  with  our  feet  well 
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apart  and  swaying  the  body  from  side  to 
side.    Waltz  time. 

4.  Sighting  Land.  All  facing  left,  left 
foot  forward,  weight  forward,  heads  high, 
left  hand  shading  eyes  and  right  hand  re- 
tired; look  in  the  distance.     Waltz  time. 

5.  Rejoicing  Over  Landing.  Wave 
right  arms  and  skip  forward  around  the 
room  once,  then  three  short  cheers — all 
together  with  right  hands  high  in  air  as 
if  waving  sailor  caps.    6/8  time. 

6.  Hauling  the  Halyards.  Facing 
left,  walk  forward,  taking  short,  quick 
steps  on  heels,  and  pull  the  rope  in  quickly 
hand  over  hand,  watching  them  as  we  pull. 
6/8  time. 

7.  The  Landing.  Skipping  forward  to 
seats. 

9 — A  Nutting  Party 

1.  Drive  to  the  woods  in  a  big  wagon 
— part  form  the  wagon,  six  are  the  horses. 

2.  Tie  the  horses  and  all  walk  through 
the  woods,  stepping  high  because  the  dry 
leaves  are  so  deep. 

3.  Find  the  trees  with  nuts.  Shake  the 
high  branches  rising  on  tip  toes  to  reach. 

4.  Pick  from  the  low  branches. 
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5.  Gather  and  put  into  sacks. 

6.  Take  bag  over  shoulder  and  run  to 
wagon. 

7.  Untie  horses  and  all  get  in  and  drive 
home. 

10 — A  Story  of  the  Nations 

1.  Choose  partners  and  make  the  Hol- 
land windmills.  (Described  in  rhythm 
list). 

2.  Indians  paddling  a  canoe. 

3.  Scotchmen  playing  bagpipes. 

4.  Germans  walking  in  wooden  shoes. 

5.  Japanese  in  a  tea  garden  running  in 
circle  with  short  steps. 

6.  Italians  playing  a  hurdy-gurdy. 

11 — An  Indian  Story 

1.  Indians  making  ready  for  the  hunt. 

2.  Indians  on  the  trail,  creeping  stealth- 
ily through  the  forest,  listening  often  with 
ear  to  ground,  etc. 

3.  The  Shot.  Shoot  bows  and  arrows, 
making  a  whirring  noise. 

4.  Carry  food  back  to  the  wigwam. 

5.  Gather  round  the  campfire  and  re- 
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joice — doing  one  of  the  Indian  dances  de- 
scribed in  dances. 

Use  any  Indian  music. 

12 — Suggestive  Breathing  Exercises 

To  combine  with  any  of  the  rhythms  or 
stories.  Each  story  should  contain  breath- 
ing, stretching  and  lots  of  spontaneous 
play. 

1.  Blow  up  a  paper  sack  and  burst  it. 

2.  Blow  up  a  soap  bubble. 

3.  Blow  a  whistle. 

4.  Imitate  a  train  of  cars. 

5.  Blow  a  bugle. 

6.  Imitate  the  wind. 

7.  Keep  a  feather  in  the  air. 

8.  Blow  out  a  candle. 

9.  Imitate  the  flute. 

10.  Imitate  the  trombones.
